Man Over 19 Is Basis of Russia's Army 


All Remain Subject to Call Until They Are 50 Years Old, the Army Information 
Digest Reports— Program Which Begins in January Is Rugged, Including 
Combat Exercises With Live Ammunition.

In Russia there are no ifs or 
buts about joining the army — 
every male citizen upon becoming 
19 years of age is subject to con­ 
scription. And qualified women 
are conscripted in wartime. 
No other country in the world 
has such an intensive and thorough 
program of military training. Be­ 
cause Oif it the Red army is often 
called the No. 1 army of the world, 
both in size and in training. The 
January issue of the Army In­ 
formation Digest provides some 
information on the methods used 
to achieve that standing. 
C o n t r a r y to the American 
method of trying to determine 
who should be exempt or what 
age groups should serve, the Rus­ 
sian men free from military duty 
are those over 50 and those judg­ 
ed to be physically unfit. How­ 
ever, there is no set rule on phy­ 
sical standards. They vary accord­ 
ing to the circumstances and can 
be altered overnight. 
Women in Combat Units. 
As for the women, most of them 
are assigned to traffic control, 
medical, veterinary and service 
units. In addition many, in World 
War II, were accepted for combat 
units on a voluntary basis. 
The army indoctrination begins 
early for Soviet youths. Small 
children in school learn their his­ 
tory with a martial-Marxist flavor 
to it. Such words as “front,” “of­ 
fensive,” struggle,” and “objective” 
are common in the everyday lang­ 
uage on playgrounds. The Russian 
Pioneer, similar to the American 
Boy Scout, is taught rifle mark- 
man ship and anti-tank tactics. 
In peacetime the conscript either 
may enter the reserves or may 
serve on active duty for a period 
of two to five years. But the time 
requirement, as with the physical 
standards, is flexible and can be 
extended for an indefinite period. 
On an average, the Russian recruit 
spends about three years on active 
duty before being released to the 
reserves. As a reservist, he is sub­ 
ject to periodic refresher train­ 
ing and he may be recalled at any 
time before reaching the age of 50. 
This continuous soldier training 
provides an immediate available 
pool of literally millions of trained 
men for use at any time. In con­ 
trast, the American system per­ 
mits army men to be discharged 
with no further obligation, or to 
: tay in the reserves and voluntari­ 
ly attend a 2-week summer train­ 
ing camp. 
Conscripts initially are assigned 
on the basis of their educational 
qualifications, civilian skills, poli­ 
tical reliability and physical char­ 
acteristics. The politically unreli- 
; ble men from the Baltic regions, 
in any rf whom show little love 
t r the Russians rr for communism 
in gcne’Tl, are assigned to service 
M.nits or to the infantry regardless 
i f their skills and education. It 
has been found that Cossacks make 
‘he best cavalrymen, Caucasians 
‘he best mountain troops and Si­ 
berians the best skiers. 
As opposed to the American plan 
where often a regular army officer 
will be favored for promotion be­ 
fore a reservist, the status in Rus- 
ia of a reservist or regular means 
nothing in determining the future 
of an officer. There is no single 
academy graduating “regulars” and 
there is no distinction among com­ 
ponents. Officers’ careers follow 
; planned rotation among schools, 
troops duty and staff assignments. 
In the army, as elsewhere in the 
Soviet, the class distinctions that 
the 1917 revolutionaries sought to 
; bolish now have come back with 
; vengeance. A Soviet marshal re­ 
ceives more than 110 times the 
j ay of a private. 
One theory, which has been 
credited to Lenin by present-day 
Russian leaders, describes vividly 
the training program: 
“The very essence of the mili­ 
tary profession requires that an 
army, even though it be a victor­ 
ious army, submit to hard but 
profitable training for fear of be­ 
ing outdistanced.” 
Wartime Experience Used. 
And, to add to this, Stalin has 
ceclared: 
“The entire training of the army 
is to be based on the skillful use 
of experience of the war (World 
War II). This experience should 
also be thoroughly utilized for the 
theoretical education of officers.” 
With these two philosophies it 
is easy to see what the Russians 
have been doing since the end of 
World War II —certainly not sit­ 
ting back and arguing over the 
size of an army or wondering what 
steps towards mobilization should 
be taken. 
The average Russian soldier may 
not have the technical background 
of the Western European or Amer­ 
ican soldier, but extensive train­ 
ing probably is reducing this hand­ 
icap. 
Soviet 
infantry 
training 
teaches recruits sound basic doc­ 
trine and provides opportunities 
for peak physical conditioning. 
Army training, .carried on six 
full days a week, is intensive, con­ 
tinuous and realistic. Live ammu­ 
nition is issued during field exer­ 
cises and combat conditions are so 
closely simulated that training ac­ 
cidents are accepted as a matter 
of course. Besides the rigorous 
physical work, the soldier and 
officers receive daily lectures on 


such topics as Soviet history, Com­ 
munist theory. Stalin’s life, and the 
Soviet interpretations of domestic 
and international issues. 
Schedule for the Year. 
The training cycle is based on 
a yearly program. The first actual 
training generally is in January 
and February. Individual tactics 
are stressed here. Then in th e ! 
spring and summer months th e j 
soldiers devote their time to com- I 
pany and battalion problems. The | 
high 
point 
is 
in 
October and 
November when all arms, includ- 
ing tanks, artillery, rockets a n d ! 
aircraft, join in army maneuvers. 


One of the main complaints be­ 
ing heard in this country from 
army privates pertains to the lack 
of warm clothing. On maneuvers, 
the Russian soldier is given a coat 
which also serves as his blanket. 
Throughout his course of train­ 
ing the Soviet soldier is strongly 
stamped with harsh type of dis­ 
cipline. Furloughs^ passes and rec­ 
reational facilities*are limited and 
go only to those whose records are 
nearly perfect. Even the non-com­ 
missioned officers may administer 
minor punishments up to three 
days of restriction. 
The typical Soviet non-com is 


a hard, Communist-indoctrinated 
i n d i v i d u a l who obeys orders 
promptly, and whose morale gen­ 
erally is good. The officer corps 
is composed mostly of World War 
II men. Their combat experience 
now is being supplemented by ex­ 
tensive theoretical training. 
The Soviet training program is 
designed to develop to maximum 
war-readiness every segment of 
the total population of Russia, the 
army 
Information - Digest 
says. 
Certainly, the Soviet army of to­ 
day is a well trained, adequately 
led and politically controlled mili­ 
tary machine.

Pneumonia 


A severe cold with a fever is al­ 
ways dangerous. If it is accom­ 
panied by shaking chills, pain in 
the chest or 
side, 
difficulty in 
breathing, or blood-tinged sputum, 
it is probaly pneumonia. Call the 
doctor at once. 
Any delay in calling the doctor 
is unnecessary risk. It delays his 
diagnosis, postpones his beginning 
proper treatment, 
may even cost 
the patient his life. In this day of 
effective serums and drugs, most 
of those who die of pneumonia are 
people who neglected a heavy cold 
that hung on. 
Pneumonia is an acute inflam­ 
mation of the lungs, which inter­ 
feres with the lung’s normal func­ 
tion of supplying oxygen to the 
blood stream. There are various 


types of pneumonia, caused by dif­ 
ferent pneumonia germs, the most 
common of which are the pneu- 
mococci. It is spread from person 
to person, by those with the dis­ 
ease or by apparently healthy per­ 
sons carrying the germs in mouth 
or throat. 
Because 
pneumonia is 
com­ 
municable, the first 
step, after 
calling the doctor, is to get the 
patient into bed in a room by 
himself. Next, while waiting for 
the Doctor, get, in a clean bottle 
or jar, a 
specimen of 
sputum 
coughed up .from the chest. The 
doctor may want this specimen 
for examination immemiately. If 
hospitalization is not 
required, 
ask the doctor to help you get the 
best nursing 
service 
available. 
Guard against the spread of the 
germs by taking all possible sani­ 
tary precautions. 
Antipneumoccus 
serums 
and 
drugs like penicillin, aureomycin, 
and the “sulfa 
drugs” 
are ef­ 
fectively used in treating pneu­ 


monia. Used promptly, they have 
saved many lives. Doctors warn, 
however, that pneumonia develops 
rapidly and that these scientific 
advances can have their maximum 
effect only when the doctor is giv­ 
en a chance to use them early in 
the course of the disease. 
There is not yet an 
accepted 
vaccine 
for 
the 
prevention of 
pneumonia. The best protection 
lies in individual good health with 
its natural resistance to infection.

They War on Our Schools 


(4th Installment) 


B y John T. Flynn 
I have been telling you about 
the battle in the schools against 
the Reds and the Pinks. We must 
be careful not to go wrong on this 
subject. The first fact is the ex ­ 
tent to which our people are un­ 
aware of the nature of this strug­ 
gle. Our people are deeply devoted 
to the principle of free speech. I 
hope they never lose that. Now it 
is this fact which 
the 
radical 
schoolmen trade on. If they are 
spotted and d e n o u n c e d they 
promptly appeal to the historic tol­ 
erance of our people. They deny 
they are Communists or Socialists. 
And they appeal to the teacher’s 
right of academic freedom. 
Now first, there is no such thing 
as academic freedom; the teacher 
has freedom—period. He has the 
same freedom that you and I have, 
to adopt his own philosophy and 
speak his mind. But when the 
teacher enters the classroom, he 
must remember it is not a soap­ 
box. It is not a hall he has hired. 
It is the property of the commun­ 
ity—of people of all religions and 
philosophies. He has no more right 
to use the classroom as a hall to 
preach socialism than an atheist 
has to attack religion. In every 
community the people hate intol­ 
erance. But there are always a few 
who are professional champions of 
free speech. But being abysmally 
ignorant of the nature of the drive 
to use our schools to overthrow 
our American system, they rush to 
the defense of any teacher or 
school official who is caught us­ 
ing the public school to promote 


socialism. The radical schoolmen 
make a powerful use of the ignor­ 
ance of these blind champions. 
Now let me give you an example 
of this. 
I have called your attention to a 
series of articles in McCall’s Mag­ 
azine. It has been denouncing those 
Americans 
who have 
dared 
to 
question these plans to use the 
schools for radical propaganda. It 
has called attention to the case of 
Pasadena, California, where a new 
superintendent of education got 
into such hot water that he was 
forced to quit. McCall’s has pic­ 
tured him as a m artyr. Pasadena 
engaged Dr. Willard E. Goslin, as 
Superintendent of Schools in nine­ 
teen forty-eight. After being safe­ 
ly installed, Goslin began to in­ 
troduce what is known as Progres­ 
sive Education. 
It is difficult to define or dis­ 
cuss what progressive education is 
in a few words. It is a revolution­ 
ary method of educating children. 
Something can be said for some of 
its methods and a great deal can 
be said against most of them. But 
a c t u a l l y progressive education j 
makes a tremendous appeal to ra d ­ 
icals and revolutionists. And the 
reason for this is simply that it is 
a system of education which tends 
to shield the mind of the child 
from every form of existing ideas 
of morals or life—emancipates i; 
completely from the accumulations 
—good and bad—of the past and 
exposes the child’s mind to indoc - 
trination in ideas, attitudes, desir­ 
es which the teacher is interested 
in planting. It is not merely a 
complete break with all existing 


methods of education, but it is a 
perfect scheme tor hastening a 
new generation deeply molded in 
the morals and political ideas of 
the progressive teachers. It began 
probably sixty years ago in a small 
way with the work of a Colonel 
Francis 
Parker. 
He 
founded 
a 
small school and later became head 
of what is now known as Chicago 
Teachers College. Then he founded 
the Chicago Institute which later 
was brought into the University of 
Chicago as its School of Education. 
When Colonel Parker died, John 
Dewey succeeded him and thereaf­ 
ter became the chief lawgiver and 
philosopher of Progressive Educa­ 
tion. Then Dewey went to Colum­ 
bia University as a professor of 
Philosophy. I knew Dr. Dewey. He 
was a man I never admired. He 
was a writer who, so far as he 
himself was concerned, had m as­ 
tered the art of obscurity. He was 
a left-winger—far over to the Left 
—a member of half a dozen Red 
fronts. In fact, the movement has 
been under the domination of va­ 
rious grades of left-wingers ever 
since its birth. A Progressive Edu­ 
cation Association was formed and 
became 
the 
chief 
propaganda 
ageney for this system. This As­ 
sociation published the pamphlet, 
which I have already t Id you 
about, by George Counts called 
“Dare the Schools Build a New 
Social Order?”—the pamphlet in 
which Counts first announced the 
plan to capture the schools as a 
means of making America into a 
socialist society. The great prophet 
of progressive education now is Dr. 
William II. Kilpatrick, of Colum­ 
bia, who has been associated with 
numerous left-wing organizations. 
Well, to get back to Pasadena, 
when Dr. Goslin, the* new' Superin­ 


tendent took ov^r, he began to in­ 
troduce 
progressive 
education. 
Pasadena parents began to see and 
hear of curious and revolutionary 
arrangements. Children were not 
to be taught much of anything— 
neither reading, nor writing, spell­ 
ing, gram m ar, arithmetic or his­ 
tory. They were just more or less 
pick these up while they fiddled 
around in their own way in class­ 
rooms. Learning was to be inci­ 
dental. Goslin supported all this. 
In fact, he wrote a foreword to one 
of K ilpatrick’s own books. As a 
m atter of fact, progressive educa­ 
tion is a preposterous system of 
education even if it were not in 
the hands of the Reds or Pinks. 
But for them it is perfect. The 
parents learned that every con­ 
ceivable force or institution other 
than the schools would be kept 
away from the pupils. The church, 
the Boy or Girl Scouts and simi­ 
lar organizations and, as far as 
possible, the family, were to be 
prevented 
from 
reaching 
the 
child's mind. 
The n Dr. Goslin brought from 
Minneaplois Dr. Robert Gilchrist 
as his assistant superintendent. He 
was a director of the American 
Education 
Fellowship. 
Its 
an­ 
nounced purpose was “to channel 
the energies of educators toward 
the reconstruction of the economic 
system; and the establishment of a 
genuine world order, in which na­ 
tional sovereignty is subject to 
world authority, an order in which 
World citizenship assumes at least 
an equal status with national citi­ 
zenship.” 
There is, of course, much more 
of this. But after a while, the peo­ 
ple of Pasadena became alarmed. 
They had wished to improve their 
• v stem of public education. They 


| had brought Dr. Goslin to Pasa- 
| dena to do this. They had voted 
j the most generous sums for the 
I purpose. 
But 
they 
had 
never 
dreamed they were to support a 
I system of schools the central p u r­ 
pose of which was to prepare their 
| children for the socialist society of 
| the future, as Dr. Counts put it, 
j or which were “to become right­ 
ful agencies of social change” as 
Dr. Theodore Brameld, who visit­ 
ed Pasadena, assured them. Pasa­ 
dena was their town. The children 
in the schools were their children. 
The bills for all this were being 
paid by them. They didn’t like the 
fare Dr. Goslin was serving. They 
held a school election and by a 
vote of two to one they disapprov­ 
ed an increase in the tax rate for 
Goslin’s projects. Goslin attem pt­ 
ed to pressure them into yielding 
and they asked for his resignation. 
For this, McCall’s Magazine has 
printed an attack on the people of 
Pasadena, who voted against Gos­ 
lin’s plans and on those who led 
this fight. They must be held up 
to national derision because they 
were not willing to turn their pub­ 
lic school system over to Dr. Gos­ 
lin. Suppose progressive education 
is a good thing, and that Dr. Gos­ 
lin is on the right road. But after 
all, it is a revolutionary road. Is 
McCall’s trying to tell the people 
of Pasadena—and of America — 
that they have no right to reject a 
revolutionary movement they de­ 
spise? Or that they have no right 
to dismiss an employee who insists 
that he—he, mind you!—has the 
right to introduce into Pasadena 
any kind of educational system he 
pleases, even though it looks to 
the people of Pasadena like an in­ 
doctrination course in socialism?

that during the first week more

2,000 bills and resolutions 
were introduced in the House and

bodies which held a joint session 
on Tuesday, January 
6, for the 
purpose of casting up the eleetorial 
v ote and officially declaring the 
election of General Eisenhower as 
President and Senator Nb on as 
Vice-President, both of whom will 
assume their offices on Januai y 
20. 
President Truman's message on 
the State of the Union has been 
called by the Christian Science 
Monitor “A dignified, restrained, 
appropriate and useful message to 
Congress, he used no boastful ad­ 
jectiv es and no truculent whistle- 
stop language. His v aledictory ad­ 
dress deserv es to be read by the 
nation and is certain to be studied 
by the historians.” 
As a Democrat, I might be con­

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Training of Every Physically Qualified 
Man Over 19 Is Basis of Russia's Army 


All Remain Subject to Call Until They Are 50 Years Old, the Army Information 
Digest Reports— Program Which Begins in January Is Rugged, Including 
Combat Exercises With Live Ammunition.

In Russia there are no ifs or 
buts about joining the arm y — 
every m ale citizen upon becoming 
19 years of age is subject to con­ 
scription. 
And 
qualified 
women 
are conscripted in w artim e. 
No other country in the world 
has such an intensive and thorough 
program of m ilitary training. Be­ 
cause o.f it the Red arm y is often 
called the No. 1 arm y of the world, 
both in size and in training. The 
J a n u a ry issue of the A rm y In ­ 
form ation 
Digest 
provides 
some 
inform ation on the m ethods used 
to achieve that standing. 
C o n t r a r y to the A m erican 
m ethod 
of trying 
to 
determ ine 
who should be ex e m p t or w hat 
age groups should serve, the R us­ 
sian men free from m ilitary duty 
are those over 50 and those ju d g ­ 
ed to be physically unfit. H ow ­ 
ever, th e re is no set rule on p hy­ 
sical standards. They vary accord­ 
ing to the circum stances and can 
be altered overnight. 
W omen in Combat Units. 
As for the wom en, most of them

In peacetim e the conscript either 
m ay en ter the reserves or may 
serve on active duty for a period 
of tw o to five years. But the time 
requirem ent, as w ith the physical 
standards, is flexible and can be 
extended for an indefinite period. 
On an average, the Russian recruit 
spends about three years on active 
duty before being released to the 
reserves. As a reservist, he is su b ­ 
ject to periodic refresh er tra in ­ 
ing and he m ay be recalled at any 
tim e before reaching the age of 50. 
This continuous soldier training 
provides an im m ediate available 
pool of literally m illions of trained 
m en for use at any time. In con­ 
trast, the A m erican system p e r­ 
mits arm y men to be discharged 
w ith no fu rth er obligation, or to 
stay in the reserves and v o lu n ta ri­ 
ly attend a 2 -w eek su m m er tra in ­ 
ing camp.

W artime Experience Used. 
And, to add to this, Stalin has 
c eclared: 
“The entire training of the arm y 
is to be based on the skillful use 
of experience of the w ar (W orld 
W ar II). This experience should 
also be thoroughly utilized for the 
theoretical education of officers.” 
With these tw o philosophies it 
is easy to see w hat the Russians 
have been doing since the end of 
W orld W ar II— certainly not sit­ 
ting back and arguing over the 
size of an arm y or w ondering w hat 
steps tow ards mobilization should 
be taken. 
The average Russian soldier may 
not have the technical background 
of the W estern European or A m er­ 
ican soldier, but extensive tra in ­ 
ing probably is reducing this h a n d ­ 
icap. 
Soviet 
infantry 
training 
teaches recruits sound basic doc­ 
trine and provides opportunities 
for peak physical conditioning. 
A rm y training, carried on six 
full days a week, is intensive, con­ 
tinuous and realistic. Live a m m u ­ 
nition is issued during field e x e r­ 
cises and com bat conditions are so 
closely sim ulated that training ac­ 
cidents are accepted as a m atter 
of course. 
Besides 
the rigorous 
physical 
w ork, 
the 
soldier

officers receive daily lectures on 


such topics as Soviet history, C om ­ 
m unist theory. S talin ’s life, and the 
Soviet interpretations of domestic 
and international issues.

The first actual 
training generally is in J a n u a ry 
and F ebruary. Individual tactics j 
are stressed here.

A ny delay in calling the doctor 
is unnecessary risk. It delays his

In this day of 
effective serum s and drugs, most 
of those who die of pneum onia are 
people who neglected a heavy cold 
th a t hung on. 
Pneum onia is an acute in flam ­ 
mation of the lungSt which inter- | 
feres with the lung’s norm al func­ 
tion of supplying oxygen to the ! 
blood stream . T here are various 


types of pneum onia, caused by dif­ 
ferent pneum onia germs, the most 
common of w hich are the pneu­ 
mococci. It is spread from person 
to person, by those with the dis­ 
ease or by apparently healthy p er­ 
sons carrying the germ s in mouth 
or throat. 
Because 
pneum onia is 
com­ 
municable, the first 
step, after 
calling the doctor, is to get the 
patient into bed 
in a room by 
himself. Next, while w a.ting for 
the Doctor, get, in a clean bottle 
or jar, a 
specim en of 
sputum 
coughed up .from the chest. The 
doctor m ay w an t this specim en 
for exam ination im m em iately. If 
hospitalization 
is 
not 
required, 
ask the doctor to help you get the 
best nursing 
service 
available. 
Guard against the spread of the 
germs by taking all possible sani­ 
tary precautions. 
Antipneum occus 
serum s 
and 
drugs like penicillin, aureom ycin, 
and the “sulfa 
drugs” 
are ef­ 
fectively used in treating p n eu ­ 


monia. Used prom ptly, they have 
saved m any lives. Doctors w arn, 
how ever, th at pneum onia develops 
rapidly and that these scientific 
advances can have their m axim um 
effect only w hen the doctor is giv­ 
en a chance to use them early in 
the course of the disease. 
There is not yet an 
accepted 
vaccine 
for

prevention of 
pneum onia.

lies in individual good h ealth with 
its n atu ra l resistance to infection.

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Training of Every Physically Qualified 
Man Over 19 Is Basis of Russia's Army 


All Remain Subject to Call Until They Are 50 Years Old, the Arm y Information 
Digest Reports— Program W hich Begins in January Is Rugged, Including 
Combat Exercises With Live Ammunition.

In Russia there are no ifs or 
buts about joining the army — 
every male citizen upon becoming 
19 years of age is subject to con­ 
scription. And qualified women 
are conscripted in wartime. 
No other country in the world 
has such an intensive and thorough 
program of military training. Be­ 
cause of it the Red army is often 
called the No. I army of the world, 
both in size and in training. The 
January issue of the Army In­ 
formation Digest provides some 
information on the methods used 
to achieve that standing. 
C o n t r a r y to the American 
method of trying to determine 
who should be exempt or what 
age groups should serve, the Rus­ 
sian men free from military duty 
are those over 50 and those judg­ 
ed to be physically unfit. How­ 
ever, there is no set rule on phy­ 
sical standards. They vary accord­ 
ing to the circumstances and can 
be altered overnight. 
Women in Combat Units. 
As for the women, most of them 
are assigned to traffic control, 
medical, veterinary and service 
units. In addition many, in World 
War II, were accepted for combat 
units on a voluntary basis. 
The army indoctrination begins 
early for Soviet youths. Small 
children in school learn their his­ 
tory with a m artial-M arxist flavor 
to it. Such words as “front,” “of­ 
fensive,” struggle,” and “objective” 
are common in the everyday lang­ 
uage on playgrounds. The Russian 
Pioneer, similar to the American 
Boy Scout, is taught rifle mark- 
man ship and anti-tank tactics. 
In peacetime the conscript either 
may enter the reserves or may 
serve on active duty for a period 
of two to five years. But the time 
requirement, as with the physical 
standards, is flexible and can be 
extended for an indefinite period. 
On an average, the Russian recruit 
spends about three years on active 
duty before being released to the 
reserves. As a reservist, he is sub­ 
ject to periodic refresher train­ 
ing and he may be recalled at any 
time before reaching the age of 50. 
This continuous soldier training 
provides an immediate available 
pool of literally millions of trained 
men for use at any time. In con­ 
trast, the American system per­ 
mits army men to be discharged 
with no further obligation, or to 
i tay in the reserves and voluntari­ 
ly attend a 2-week summer train­ 
ing camp. 
Conscripts initially are assigned 
on the basis of their educational 
qualifications, civilian skills, poli­ 
tical reliability and physical char- 
; cteristics. The politically unreli- 
. hie men from the Baltic regions, 
many rf whom show little love 
c r the Rr-sianr cr for c .mmunism 
•i ^cne-rl, crc assigned to service 
’’.nits or to the infantry regardless 
• f their skills and education. It 
bar been found that Cossacks make 
•he best cavalrymen, Caucasians 
•he best mountain troops and Si­ 
berians the best skiers. 
As opposed to the American plan 
where often a regular army officer 
will be favored for promotion be- 
ore a reservist, the status in Rus- 
ia of a reservist or regular means 
.nothing in determining the future 
of an officer. There is no single 
academy graduating “regulars” and 
there is no distinction among com­ 
ponents. Officers’ careers follow 
a planned rotation among schools, 
troops duty and staff assignments. 
In the army, as elsewhere in the 
Soviet, the class distinctions that 
the 1917 revolutionaries sought to 
«• bolish now have come back with 
«• vengeance. A Soviet marshal re­ 
ceives more than IIG times the 
I ay oi a private. 
One theory, which has been 
credited to Lenin by present-day 
Russian leaders, describes vividly 
tie training program: 
“The very essence of the mili­ 
tary profession requires that an 
army, even though it be a victor­ 
ious army, submit to hard but 
profitable training for fear of be­ 
ing outdistanced.” 
Wartime Experience Used. 
And, to add to this, Stalin has 
cedared: 
“The entire training of the army 
is to be based on the skillful use 
cf experience of the war (World 
War II). This experience should 
also be thoroughly utilized for the 
theoretical education of officers.” 
With these two philosophies it 
is easy to see what the Russians 
have been doing since the end of 
World War II—certainly not sit­ 
ting back and arguing over the 
size of an army or wondering what 
steps towards mobilization should 
be taken. 
The average Russian soldier may 
not have the technical background 
of the Western European or Amer­ 
ican soldier, but extensive train­ 
ing probably is reducing this hand­ 
icap. 
Soviet 
infantry 
training 
teaches recruits sound basic doc­ 
trine and provides opportunities 
for peak physical conditioning. 
Army training, .carried on six 
full days a week, is intensive, con­ 
tinuous and realistic. Live ammu­ 
nition is issued during field exer­ 
cises and combat conditions are so 
closely simulated that training ac­ 
cidents are accepted as a m atter 
of course. Besides the rigorous 
physical work, the soldier and 
officers receive daily lectures on 


such topics as Soviet history, Com­ 
munist theory. Stalin’s life, and the 
Soviet interpretations of domestic 
and international issues. 
Schedule for the Year. 
The training cycle is based on 
a yearly program. The first actual 
training generally is in January 
and February. Individual tactics 
are stressed here. Then in the 
spring and summer months the 
soldiers devote their time to com­ 
pany and battalion problems. The 
high 
point 
is 
in 
October 
and 
November when all arms, includ­ 
ing tanks, artillery, rockets and 
aircraft, join in army maneuvers. 


One of the main complaints be­ 
ing heard in this country from 
army privates pertains to the lack 
of warm clothing. On maneuvers, 
the Russian soldier is given a coat 
which also serves as his blanket. 
Throughout his course of train­ 
ing the Soviet soldier is strongly 
| stamped with harsh type of dis­ 
cipline. Furloughs, passes and rec- 


I reational facilities’are limited and 
i go only to those whose records are 
I nearly perfect. Even the non-com- 
, missioned officers may administer 
minor punishments up to three 
1 days of restriction. 
The typical Soviet non-com is 


a hard, Communist-indoctrinated 
i n d i v i d u a l who obeys orders 
promptly, and whose morale gen­ 
erally is good. The officer corps 
is composed mostly of World War 
II men. Their combat experience 
now is being supplemented by ex­ 
tensive theoretical training. 
The Soviet training program is 
designed to develop to maximum 
war-readiness every segment of 
the total population of Russia, the 
army 
Information - Digest 
says. 
Certainly, the Soviet army of to­ 
day is a well trained, adequately 
led and politically controlled mili­ 
tary machine.

In this day of 
effective serums and drugs, most 
of those who die of pneumonia are 
people who neglected a heavy cold 
that hung on. 
Pneumonia is an acute inflam­ 
mation of the lungs» which inter­ 
feres with the lung’s normal func­ 
tion of supplying oxygen to the 
blood stream. There are various 


typos of pneumonia, caused by dif­ 
ferent pneumonia germs, the most 
common of which are the pneu­ 
mococci. It is spread from person 
to person, by those with the dis­ 
ease or by apparently healthy per­ 
sons carrying the germs in mouth 
or throat. 
Because 
pneumonia is 
com­ 
municable, the first 
step, after 
calling the doctor, is to get the 
patient into bed in a room by 
himself. Next, while waiting for 
the Doctor, get, in a clean bottle 
or jar, a 
specimen of 
sputum 
coughed up .from the chest. The 
doctor may want this specimen 
for examination immemiately. If 
hospitalization is not 
required, 
ask the doctor to help you get the 
best nursing 
service 
available. 
Guard against the spread of the 
germs by taking all possible sani­ 
tary precautions. 
| 
Antipneumoccus 
serums 
and 
drugs like penicillin, aureomycin, 
! and the “sulfa 
drugs” 
are ef- 
! fectively used in treating pneu­ 


monia. Used promptly, they have 
saved many lives. Doctors warn, 
however, that pneumonia develops 
rapidly and that these scientific 
advances can have their maximum 
effect only when the doctor is giv­ 
en a chance to use them early in 
the course of the disease. 
There is not yet an 
accepted 
vaccine 
for 
the 
prevention of 
pneumonia. The best protection 
lies in individual good health with 
its natural resistance to infection.

They War on Our Schools 


(4th Installm ent) 


B y John T. Flynn 
I have been telling you about 
the battle in the schools against 
the Reds and the Pinks. W e must 
be careful not to go wrong on this 
subject. The first fact is the ex­ 
tent to which our people are un­ 
aware of the nature of this strug­ 
gle. Our people are deeply devoted 
to the principle of free speech. I 
hope they never lose that. Now it 
is 
this 
fact 
which 
the 
radical 
schoolmen trade on. If they are 
spotted and d e n o u n c e d they 
promptly appeal to the historic tol­ 
erance of our people. They deny 
they are Communists or Socialists. 
And they appeal to the teacher’s 
right of academic freedom. 
Now first, there is no such thing 
as academic freedom; the teacher 
has freedom— period. He has the 
same freedom that you and I have, 
to adopt his own philosophy and 
speak his mind. 
But when 
the 
teacher enters the classroom, he 
must remember it is not a soap­ 
box. It is not a hall he has hired. 
It is the property of the commun­ 
ity— of people of all religions and 
philosophies. He has no more right 
to use the classroom as a hall to 
preach sociahsm than an atheist 
has to attack religion. In every 
community tho people hate intol­ 
erance. But there are always a few 
who are professional champions of 
free speech. But being abysm ally 
ignorant of the nature of the drive 
to use our schools to overthrow 
our Am erican system, they rush to 
the 
defense 
of any 
teacher or 
school official who is caught us­ 
ing the public school to promote 


socialism. The radical schoolmen 
make a powerful use of the ignor­ 
ance of these 
blind 
champions. 
Now let me give you an example 
of this. 


I have called your attention to a 
series of articles in M cC all’s Mag­ 
azine. It has been denouncing those 
Americans 
who 
have 
dared 
to 
question these plans to use the 
schools for radical propaganda. It 
has called attention to the case of 
Pasadena, California, where a new 
superintendent of education 
got 
into such hot water that he was 
forced to quit. M cC all’s has pic­ 
tured him as a m artyr. Pasadena 
engaged Dr. W illard E. Goslin, as 
Superintendent of Schools in nine­ 
teen forty-eight. A fter being safe­ 
ly installed, Goslin began to in­ 
troduce what is known as Progres­ 
sive Education. 


It is difficult to define or dis­ 
cuss what progressive education is 
in a few words. It is a revolution­ 
ary method of educating children. 
Something can be said for some of 
its methods and a great deal can 
be said against most of them. But 
a c t u a l l y progressive education 
makes a tremendous appeal to rad­ 
icals and revolutionists. And the 
reason for this is simply that it is 
a system of education which tends 
to shield the mind of the child 
from every form of existing ideas 
of morals or life— emancipates it 
completely from the accumulation: 
— good and bad— of the past and 
exposes the child’s mind to indo< - 
trination in ideas, attitudes, desii- 
es which the teacher is interested 
in planting. It is not merely a 
complete break with all existing 


methods of education, but it is a 
perfect scheme lor hastening a 
new generation deeply molded in 
the morals and political ideas of 
the progressive teachers. It began 
probably sixty years ago in a small 
way with the work of a Colonel 
Francis 
Parker. 
He 
founded 
a 
small school and later became head 
of what is now known as Chicago 
Teachers College. Then be founded 
the Chicago Institute which later 
was brought into the University of 
Chicago as its School of Education. 
When Colonel Parker died, John 
Dewey succeeded him and thereaf­ 
ter became the chief lawgiver and 
philosopher of Progressive Educa­ 
tion. Then Dewey went to Colum­ 
bia University as a professor of 
Philosophy. I knew Dr. Dewey. He 
was a man I never admired. He 
was a w riter who, so far as he 
himself was concerned, had mas­ 
tered the art of obscurity. He was 
a left-winger— far over to the Left 
— a member of half a dozen Red 
fronts. In fact, the movement has 
! been under the domination of va- 
I rious grades of left-wingers ever 
| since its birth. A Progressive Edu- 
! cation Association was formed and 
; became 
the 
chief 
propaganda 
! agenrv for this system. This As- 
i sociation published the pamphlet, 
which 
I have already t Id you 
, about, by George Counts called 
"D are the Schools Build a New 
j Social O rder?” — the pamphlet in 
which Counts first announced the 
plan to capture the schools as a 
means of making Am erica into a 
socialist society. The great prophet 
of progressive education now is Dr. 
W illiam II. Kilpatrick, of Colum ­ 
bia, who has been associated with 
numerous left-wing organizations. 
W ell, to get back to Pasadena, 
when Dr. Goslin. the now Superin- 


tendent took over, he began to in- 
! troduce 
progressive 
education. 
Pasadena parents began to see and 
hear of curious and revolutionary 
arrangements. Children were not 
to be taught much of anything— 
neither reading, nor writing, spell­ 
ing, grammar, arithmetic or his­ 
tory. They were just more or less 
pick these up while they fiddled 
around in their own way in class­ 
rooms. Learning was to be inci­ 
dental. Goslin supported all this. 
In fact, he wrote a foreword to one 
of K ilp atrick ’s own books. As a 
matter of fact, progressive educa­ 
tion is a preposterous system of 
education even if it were not in 
the hands of the Reds or Pinks. 
But for them it is perfect. The 
parents learned that every con­ 
ceivable force or institution other 
than the schools would be kept 
away from the pupils. The church, 
the Boy or G irl Scouts and simi­ 
lar organizations and, as far as 
possible, the fam ily, were to be 
prevented 
from 
reaching 
the 
child's mind. 
Then Dr. Goslin brought from 
Minneaplois Dr. Robert Gilchrist 
as his assistant superintendent. He 
was a director of the American 
Education 
Fellowship. 
Its 
an­ 
nounced purpose was "to channel 
the energies of educators toward 
the reconstruction of the economic 
system; and the establishment of a 
genuine world order, in which na­ 
tional 
sovereignty 
is subject to 
world authority, an order in which 
world citizenship assumes at least 
an equal status with national citi­ 
zenship.” 
There is, of course, much more 
of this. Bu t after a while, the peo­ 
ple ol Pasadena became alarmed. 
They had wished to improve their 
\stern of public education. They 


! had brought Dr. Goslin to Pasa­ 
dena to do this. They had voted 
: the most generous sums for the 
, purpose. 
But 
they 
had 
never 
dreamed they were to support a 
system of schools the central pur­ 
pose of which was to prepare their 
children for the socialist society of 
the future, as Dr. Counts put it, 
or which were ‘‘to become right- 


i ful agencies of social change” as 
i Dr. Theodore Bram eld, who visit 
ed Pasadena, assured them. Pasa­ 
dena was their town. The children 
in the schools were their children. 
The bills for all this were being 
paid by them. They didn’t like the 
fare Dr. Goslin was serving. They 
held a school election and by a 
vote of two to one they disapprov­ 
ed an increase in the tax rate for 
Goslin’s projects. Goslin attempt­ 
ed to pressure them into yielding 
1 and they asked for his resignation. 
For this, M cC all’s Magazine has 
printed an attack on the people of 
Pasadena, who voted against Gos­ 
lin’s plans and on those who led 
! this fight. They must be held up 
; to national derision because they 
were not willing to turn their pub­ 
lic school system over to Dr. Gos­ 
lin. Suppose progressive education 
is a good thing, and that Dr. Gos- 
| lin is on the right road. But after 
all, it is a revolutionary road. Is 
M cCall’s trying to tell the people 
of Pasadena— and of Am erica — 
that they have no right to reject a 
revolutionary movement they de­ 
spise?

I have been telling you about 
the battle in the schools against 
the Reds and the Pinks.

But w’hen the 
teacher enters the classroom, he 
must remember it is not a soap­ 
box. It is not a hall he has hired. 
It is the property of the commun­ 
ity— of people of all religions and 
philosophies. He has no more right 
to use the classroom as a hall to 
preach socialism than an atheist 
has to attack 1 ^ligion. In every 
community the people hate intol­ 
erance. But there are always a few 
who are professional champions of 
free speech. But being abysm ally 
ignorant of the nature of the drive 
to use our schools to overthrow 
our Am erican system, they rush to 
the 
defense of any 
teacher or 
school official who is caught us­ 
ing the public school to promote 


socialism. The radical schoolmen 
make a powerful use of the ignor­ 
ance of these blind 
champions. 
Now let me give you an example 
of this. 


I have called your attention to a 
series of articles in M cC all’s M ag­ 
azine. It has been denouncing those 
Am ericans 
who 
have 
dared 
to 
question these plans to use the 
schools for radical propaganda. It 
has called attention to the case of 
Pasadena, California, where a new 
superintendent of education got 
into such hot water that he was 
forced to quit. M cC all’s has pic­ 
tured him as a m artyr. Pasadena 
engaged Dr. W illard E. Goslin, as 
Superintendent of Schools in nine­ 
teen forty-eight. A fter being safe­ 
ly installed, Goslin began to in­ 
troduce what is known as Progres­ 
sive Education. 


It is difficult to define or dis­ 


cuss what progressive education is 
in a few words. It is a revolution­ 
ary method of educating children. 
Something can be said for some of 
its methods and a great deal can 
be said against most of them. But 
a c t u a l l y progressive education 
makes a tremendous appeal to rad­ 
icals and revolutionists. And the 
reason for this is simply that it is 
a system of education which tends 
to shield the mind of the child 
from every form of existing ideas 
of morals or life— emancipates it 
completely from the accumulations 
— good and bad— of the past and 
exposes the child’s mind to indoc­ 
trination in ideas, attitudes, desir­ 
es which the teacher is interested 
in planting. It is not merely a 
complete break with all existing 


methods of education, but it is a 


perfect scheme for hastening a 
new generation deeply molded in 
the morals and political ideas of 
the progressive teachers. It began 
probably sixty years ago in a small 
way with the work of a Colonel 
Francis 
Parker. 
He 
founded 
a 
small school and later became head 
of what is now known as Chicago 
Teachers College. Then he founded 
the Chicago Institute which later 
was brought into the University of 
Chicago as its School of Education. 
When Colonel Parker died, John 
Dewey succeeded him and thereaf­ 
ter became the chief lawgiver and 
philosopher of Progressive Educa­ 
tion. Then Dewey went to Colum­ 
bia U niversity as a professor of 
Philosophy. I knew Dr. Dewey. He 
was a man I never admired. He 
was a w riter who, so far as he 
himself was concerned, had mas­ 
tered the art of obscurity. He was 
a left-winger— far over to the Left 
— a member of half a dozen Red 
fronts. In fact, the movement has 
been under the domination of va­ 
rious grades of left-wingers ever 
since its birth. A Progressive Edu­ 
cation Association was formed and 
became 
the 
chief 
propaganda 
ageney for this system. This As­ 
sociation published the pamphlet, 
which 
I have already told you 
about, by George Counts called 
“ Dare the Schools Build a New 
Social O rder?’’— the pamphlet in 
which Counts first announced the 
plan to capture the schools as a 
means of making Am erica into a 
socialist society. The great prophet 
of progressive education now is Dr. 
W illiam II. Kilpatrick, of Colum­ 
bia, who has been associated with 
numerous lclt-wing organizations. 
W ell, to get back to Pasadena, 
when Dr. Goslin, the new Superin­ 


tendent took over, he began to in­ 
troduce 
progressive 
education. 
Pasadena parents began to see and 
hear of curious and revolutionary 
arrangements. Children were not 
to be taught much of anything— 
neither reading, nor writing, spell­ 
ing, grammar, arithm etic or his­ 
tory. They were just more or less 
pick these up w hile they fiddled 
around in their own w ay in class­ 
rooms. Learning was to be inci­ 
dental. Goslin supported all this. 
In fact, he wrote a foreword to one 
of K ilp atrick ’s own books. As a 
matter of fact, progressive educa­ 
tion is a preposterous system of 
education even if it were not in 
the hands of the Reds or Pinks. 
But for them it is perfect. The 
parents learned that every con­ 
ceivable force or institution other 
than the schools would be kept 
aw ay from the pupils. The church, 
the Boy or G irl Scouts and simi­ 
lar organizations and, as far as 
possible, the fam ily, were to be 
prevented 
from 
reaching 
the 
child’s mind. 
Then Dr. Goslin brought from 
Minneaplois Dr. Robert Gilchrist 
as his assistant superintendent. He 
was a director of the Am erican I 
Education 
Fellowship. 
Its 
an-! 
nounced purpose was “ to channel j 
the energies of educators toward j 
the reconstruction of the economic j 
system; and the establishment of a 
genuine world order, in w’hich na­ 
tional 
sovereignty is subject 
to 
world authority, an order in which 
world citizenship assumes at least 
an equal status with national citi­ 
zenship.’’ 
There is, of course, much more 
ol this. But after a while, the peo­ 
ple of Pasadena became alarmed. 
They had wished to improve their 
\ stein of public education. They 


had brought Dr. Goslin to Pasa­ 
dena to do this. They had voted 
the most generous sums for ‘the 
purpose. 
But 
they 
had 
never 
dreamed they were to support a 
system of schools the central pur­ 
pose of which was to prepare their 
children for the socialist society of 
the future, as Dr. Counts put it, 
or which were “ to become right­ 
ful agencies of social change” as 
Dr. Theodore Bram eld, who visit­ 
ed Pasadena, assured them. Pasa­ 
dena was their town. The children 
in the schools were their children. 
The bills for all this were being 
paid by them. They didn’t like the 
fare Dr. Goslin was serving. They 
held a school election and by a 
vote of two to one they disapprov­ 
ed an increase in the tax rate for 
Goslin’s projects. Goslin attem pt­ 
ed to pressure them into yielding 
and they asked for his resignation. 
For this, M cC all’s Magazine has 
printed an attack on the people of 
Pasadena, who voted against Gos­ 
lin’s plans and on those who led 
this fight. They must be held up 
to national derision because they 
were not willing to turn their pub­ 
lic school system over to Dr. Gos­ 
lin.

on Tuesday, Jan u ary 6, for the 
purpose of casting up the electorial 
vote and officially declaring the 
election of G eneral Eisenhower as 
President and Senator Nixon as 
V ice-President, both of whom will 
assum e their offices on January 
20 . 
President T rum an’s message on 
the State of the Union has been 
called by the C hristian Science 
M onitor “A dignified, restrained, 
appropriate and useful m essage to 
Congress, he used no boastful ad­ 
jectives and no truculant w histle- 
stop language. His valedictory ad ­ 
dress deserves to be read by the 
nation and is certain to be studied 
by the historians.” 
As a Dem ocrat, I might be con­ 
sidered prejudiced bk my opinion 
that this was probably the greatest 
address delivered by M issouri’s 
only President and will probably 
go down in 
history as a great
